The little stir made over the ap- 
pearance of smallpox in the coun- 
ty has subsided as prompt atten- 
tion was given by the officials to 
isolate those- who were afflicted 
and to maintain a strict quaranti 
against all suspects: Public safety 
demanded and justified this 
prompt action and the necessary 
expenditure of money. 

The disease is a great scourage 
if not prevented. We are usually 
very quick to detect dangers along 
this line which threaten life. For- 
tunate indeed would we be if wc 
were equally vigilant in suspect- 
ing and exterminating evils which 
do more than kill the body.

) Trustees and Teachers 
Montgomery County. 

The Court of Appeals of this 
State has decided that the change 
of the election from June until 
October had the effect of length- 
ening the term of each of the old 
trustees one year. The tiustees 
elected in 1895 or one appointed 
in his stead will serve until the 
30th of June, 1899; the trustees 
elected in 1896, until the 30th of 
June, 1900; the trustee elected in 
1897, or anyone appointed to 
serve in his stead, will serve until 
the 30th day of June, 1901.

We took the Capitol of the insur- 
gents and they set the Administration 
bnildiug on a re before destroying 
town. It was a magnificent 
ling and it was a great pity to 
burn it, but they try to spite us by 
burning the towus we capture. In 
our boys lately fouud $23,- 
000, part of their war tuud. We now 
have a railroad out to the firing line, 
\o the boys get pleuty of rations, am- 
munition and \vatcr,aud you bet they 
Irive the enemy. We walk into 
showers of bullets as if they were 
snowballs. I have felt several times 
us if my time had come, but marchod 
sn and have come out safo so far. We 
have lost no men yet, but two privates 
and our First Lieutenant aro in the 
hospital recovering from wounds. 
Our commander was killed a few 
days ago. We were sorry to lose 
him for he was a bravo aud good 
man aud all tho bovs liked him ex- 
:eedingly well. I think now, how- 
ever, that this thing will come to a 
close pretty soon, as I hear that some 
the enemy's representatives are 
imiug to have a talk with General 
Otis, as to terms of surrender. All 
our boys hope the war will end soon, 
for they are tired of hunting negroes 
all over the country and in a blazing 
hot sun. 

Wo havesomo sickness here, but I 
think I will keep my health all right. 
The water here is very bad, and 
should bo boiled before diinking, but 
when on a march we have to drink 
any kind we run across. One day we 
vory near capturing a train 
with Aguinaldo and his leading men 
on board, but they escaped and re- 
tri atcd to tho mountains. If wo could 
only get him the war would soon be 
over, for he compels his men to fight. 
He tells them that wo will kilt them il 
they surrender and that we will 
bum their homes and take every- 
thing from them. Tney believe him, 
for they are ignorant and the loaders 
are well educated.

Late Chickens. 

During June and July eggs usually 
get very cheap, in fact, are often so 
low that it hardly pays to gather them, 
A good plan during such a time is to 
set them, as the chickens are easily 
raised and cost much less than at any 
other season. Chicks hatched in July 
will after the first few days require 
practically no feed except what they 
gather themselves. Bugs and worms 
are abundant, and there are many 
. kinds of seed ripe and ready for 
them. 

The nights are hot, and they can be 
allowed to roost anywhere, jast so 
they have protection from heavy 
rains, and security from rats and var- 
mint*. They will be ready for mar- 
ket a little before game begin* to ar- 
eive, and the price will be better in 
proportion than for the large o 
• grown early chickens. 

The worst for to contend with 
among late chicks is lice, but if tht 
mother is kept free during the threi 
she sits, there will be but littli 
trouble afterwards. Dust her wal 
when set with insect powder, aut 
again after two weeks and at hatch 
ing time, and not a louse will bi 
found ou her. Should anv appeal 
afterwards, grease her under wing* 
and on top of her head with lard aud 
the trouble will end.

NAMING THE BABY. 



In some countries curious customs 
prevail in regard to selecting a name 
for the baby.

In that case- 
two lamps are placed over the two 
names, and the name over which the 
lamp burns tho brightest is the one 
given to the child. 

In an Egyptian family the parents 
choose a name for their baby by light- 
ing three wax candles; to each of 
these they give a name, one of tho 
three belonging always to some dig- 
nified personage. The candle that 
burns the longest determines the 
name for the baby. 

The Mohammedans sometimes 
write desirable names, on five slips of 
paper, and these they place in tho 
Koran. The name upon the first slip 
drawn out is given to the child. 

The children of the Anios, a people 
living in northern Japan, do not re- 
ceive their names until they are five 
years old. It is the father who then 
chooses the name by which the child 
is afterward called. 

The Chinese give their boy babies 

lamo in addition to their surnames?, 
and they must call themselves by 
these names until they are 20 years 
old. At that age tho father gives his 

n a new name. 

The Chinese care so little for their 
girl babies that they do not give them 
a baby name, but just call them Num- 
ber One, Number Two, Number 
Three, accord ing to their birth. 

Boys are thought so much more of 
in China than girls that if you ask a 
Chinese father who has both a boy 
and a girl how many childron he has 
he will always reply/'Only one child." 

German parents sometimes change 
the names of thoir baby if it is ill;and 
the Japanese are sure to change the 
namo of a child four times. — Phila- 
delphia T ress.

Horrible Experiences of Hen 
In the Himalayas. 

There are some experiences related 
by Maj. Waddell in his new hot 
which no tourist in the. Himaltiy 
would like to repeat. We would all 
fight shy of the leeches in that damp 
forest of the Tecsta valley. When a 
leech is famishing he is only as "thick 
as a knitting needle." In that con- 
dition he is the hungry enemy of 
every two or four-footed creature that 
crosses his path. And the leeches 
were everywhere. They "stood alert 
on every twig of the brushwood that 
overhung our track and on every deat 
leaf on the path. And as we ap 
proached they lathed themselves vig- 
orously to and fro in tho wild endeavor 
to seize hold of us. The instant they 
touch their victim they fix thi'tnei Ives 
firmly and then mount nimbly up by 
a series of rapid somersaults till they 
reach a vulnerable point; and then 
they lose not an in.-tant in beginning 
their surgical operation*! Our poor 
servants and coolii 1 who walked bare- 
footed were, of course, badly bitten. 
From their ankles and legs little 
streams of blood tricUkd all day, and 
at every few steps they had to slop 
and pick oif Umk horrid little pest-, 
and It was often difficult to diriodge 
them." Maj. Waddell and some of 
his friends took the precaution 
dusting their stockings with tobacco 
snuff, and blading their legs from 
ankle to knee with "putties." But the 
leeches got in all the- same "through 
the eyelets of ofJ boots." Numbers 
of them, having drunk all they could 
hold, "crept down into our boot _ 
there got squashed * * * and 
all this happened quite unconscid\ish 
to us. It was pitiful also to see the- 
poor cattle, ponies and goats in these 
leech-infested forests. Their legs 
were always bleeding more or less, and 
these pests lodge in their nostrils, 
and hang from their eyelids and va- 
rious parts of their body. To dislodge 
them from the recesses of the nose the 
herdsmen, it is sajd, keep tjie poor 
beasts from water for a day or so, and 
then, when the animal drinks, the 
leeches show themselves and may be 
removed. All the Lepchas have theii 
legs covered with tho scare of these 
leech bites, and the actual loss of 
blood in this way must be very great. 
I have no doubt that these pests h*ve 
something to do with the remarkable 
absence of four-footed game in these 
regions."" — Public Opinion.

FUTURE WARS. 

Some Speculations as to the Probabili- 
ties of European Conflicts. 

The horror of the next big war is 
the waking nightmare of Europe. 
The vastness of the forces engaged, 
the tremendous power of modern 
weapons, the financial ruin that will 
overtake the beaten side — all these 
considerations tend to stagger imagi- 
nations a good deal more solid than 
those of peace-crushing emotionalists. 
The bishop of Manchester, a level- 
headed man if ever there was one, 
kept well within reasonable argument 
when he enlarged at the Manchester 
town meeting upon the black future 
that may be preparing for us through 
the developments of modern militar- 
ism. It may be remarked, by the way, 
that the terror inspired by thenew in- 
ventions in explosives and ordnance 
has been the chief cause of tho long 
period of peace that the continent, as 
a whole, has enjoyed; so that an arrest 
of armaments, if ever brought about, 
would tend rather to precipitate war- 
fare than to avert it. But a more prof- 
itable lino of thought is to be dis- 
covered in the lecture delivered by 
Col. Elmslic at Aldershot on "The 
Possible Effect on Tactics of Recent 
Improvements in Weapons." 

He agrees with the German mili- 
tary critics in foretelling that the 
secret of victory will lie within the 
brain of the commander. The big 
battle, and with it the campaign, will 
bo decided by sudden and decisive 
operations, depending upon skill in 
making use of the nature of the 
ground and employing the art of in- 
visibility. The side that can make 
good a tactical point and stick to it 
will hold an immense advantage in the 
tug of war. That is to say, every ef- 
fort will be put forth to make the most, 
of tho artillery and rifle attack. A 
fire concentrated upon one spot to 
beat down the lire of the enemy will 
PS tj)e grand stroke fo £ which thf 
Moltke 6f the future will play. To 
that end he will study topography 
with the assiduity of a scholar poring 
over a worm-eaten manuscript. He 
will train his troops to be mobile for 
every emergency, and his officers will 
be taught to act on the spur of the 
moment. A series of rushes, masked 
by the quick-firing gun, the machine 
gun and the magazine rifle, will settle 
tho fortunes of the day. One position 
gained will form the basis for the 
next, until the beaten army, com- 
pletely outmaneuvered, will either 
take to its heels or capitulate. War- 
fare, in short, will resolve itself more 
than ever into a huge game of chess, 
in which the winner will be the great- 
er master of combination and striking 
power. 

The deductions to be drawn from 
Col. Elmslie's lecture, paradoiical 
though they may seem, are not nec- 
essarily in favor of a vast amount of 
slaughter. If the European armies 
were to ruth upon their doom as the 
dervishes did at Omdurman the field 
howitzers would, no doubt, pile them 
up in heaps of corpses. But, as the 
lecturer remarked, the forces of the 
continent will probably be found to 
possess but little of the sticking power 
of the emir's magnificent fanatics. 
They will be composed of conscripts, 
taken sorely against their will from 
the counter and the tail of the plow. 
The increase of range ha? necessitated 
the need of greater numbers to guard 
against an envfcJoping fire, and that 
again has added to the number of 

wards. 

The armies, then, that will detide 
tho fate of Europe will bo composed 
vilians in military uniform, whose 
os will be tried by the terrors of 
oown scicntilic inventions for 
hours, perhaps, before they get a fair 
chance of replying. It should follow 
that, after a really decisive move on 
the attacking side, the oilicers of 
the defense will be unable to keep 
their men together. The temptation 
of a snug carriage on the strategic 
railway will prove too strong for lads 
who are little better than raw re- 
cruits, and the chief object of their 
general will be to prevent the retreat 
from degenerating into a rout. And 
with the improvement in the range of 
projectiles increasing the distance be- I 
tween the two armies, the beaten force 
will get a much longer start than it 
did such a comparatively short time 
ago as 1870. This, again, should make 
for victories far less bloody than the 
amateur strategist imagines, since the 

Jursuer will find it beyond human en- 
urance to overtake and overwhelm. 
We may add that the conscience of 
Europe, as espressed, however imper- 
fectly, in its diplomacy, wHl recoil 
from the spectacle of an army being 
butchered like sheep in the shambles, 
and that old guards, which die but 
never surrender, will become even 
more mythical than that of Water- 
What, then, if warfare, instead 
(■solving itself into carnage on an 
recedented scale, should rtTCrt to 
theatricalities of the renaissance 
in which armies maneuvered and 
countermaneuvered, but very few 
were killed? The theory may sound 
startling, but it may, nevertheless, be 
realized, now that the soldier is edu- 
cated and has been persuaded by men 
of science that he it neurotic— Pall 
Mall Gazette.
